I have noticed an increasing number of transmitter key ups-without identi- 
fication. Please identify when Making any transmission whatsoever. Besides 
keeping everything legal, it will also help us keep a closer touch on prob- 
lems such as intermod, which can cause key-ups. When adjusting your touch 
pads please do it on a simplex frequency into a dummy load until you are sure 
that it works properly, and then you can try the pad on the repeater for a 
final check. 


Remember, use the 37/97 machine prudently. Make your contact there and then 
move off to 16/76 or simplex if that will suffice. Short contacts on the 
37/97 (rag chewing is not encouraged here!) is what we are asking. You should 
not need to use the 37/97 for a QSO under 30 miles unless the 16/76 or simplex 
Will not suffice, People from a great distance might be in need of the lor 
haul machine. 


As Larry, WB#KDN has mentioned, the 443.80/448.80 Motorolo is a great step in 
our updating of our control and linking on Cheyenne Mountain - a far better 
machine than the GE 450 that it replaced. We hope that someone will be inter- 
ested in coming forward and working up a new satellite receiver and also plan 
possible linkage to faraway places which will increase our coverage and in- 
hance our capabilities to perform public service, handle emergency situations, 
and thereby further our enjoyment of our hebby.

REPEATER UPDATER by Larry Rice, WBSKDN: Linking facilities have’ been added to 
link the 448.80 machine to the 16/76 Cheyenne Mountain repeater. The ‘linking 
is only possible from the 448.80 side of the link, The 37/97 repeater is 
still up and working very well. The micro-processor is coming along good as 
well as the 450 satellite hookup with the 37/97 machine. The entire machine 
should be completed by Spring. It is known as El Madre 3 and will replace 
the machine in service now on El Madre. Any repeater group wishing to link 
with 37/97 or sponsor a satellite receiver, please contact Pete Demario, 
K@UDG. . Further information on El Madre 3 will be available in later updates. 


The timers on the 16/76 and 37/97 machines Operate like this: There is a 

1 1/2 minute timer on the receiver which is reset by dropping your carrier. 
There is a 3 minute timer on the repeater transmitter which is reset by drop- 
ping the repeater carrier, 


WBgOCO and WB#OCJ are building a repeater to operate in the 147 MHz region. 
WOMOG is experimenting with a repeater in the Widefield area. KfOZP has a 
repeater which will be auto patch on 147.87 in and 147.27 out. 


I will try to answer some of the technical questions received by other ama- 
teurs about the repeaters as well as updating you on other repeaters in the 
area every month,

CB "SLIDERS" are wandering further afield as 27 MHz (and adjacent frequencies) 
get more and more crowded, One turned up on 7250 last Saturday around 0800 Zz 
announcing that he and his buddies were tired of the rat race on ll meters 

and figured 40 might be a good place to exercise their transceivers! When a 
number of Amateurs across the country objected to his invasion he announced 
(with a remarkably potent signal) that as a citizen he had the right to oper- 
ate any transmitter he wished on any frequency he wished to talk to anybody 

he wished and anyone who thought otherwise could go scratch! "Sliding" a 
little above or below the assigned 23 CB channels seems to have become accept- 
ed practice for many CBers and a few venturesome souls have even shown up on 
the low end of the 28 MHz Amateur band. However, in the past CBers wanting 

to check out their all-band rigs on the Amateur frequencies have been devious 
enough to use Amateur calls and some have even gotten away with it for extend- 
ed periods. Was this character unique or does he foretell of a new breed of 
radio lawbreakers? The prospect of the estimated million or so unlicensed 
CBers spreading out across the entire radio spectrum is a fearsome one indeed!

has been much too optimistic. Charley Higginbotham, FCC's Chief of Safety 3
